GREENGLASS and his wife should obtain .U,S. passports 
vlseod for Prance, by applying at tho Department of 
State and at tho Eronch Consulate, both in New York City. 
GREENGLASS was to state as his purpose that he owned 
property in Prance and that he desired to dispose of it. 
^Is trip was to be accompli shod via ship travelling from 
tho Port of New York to a Prench port. Ho was told that 
money would be provided for tho trip and that in Paris* 
♦ho would make contact with someone in their "osplonaKo 
ring," ® 


GREENGLASS advised that he questioned ROSENBERG 
as to why he was to leave the United States and JULIUS 
explained that "something is happening which will cause 
you to leave tho United States." ROSENBERG said that he 
would have to got rid of tho other apartment. DAVID 
said he asked JULIUS. "Do you moan the 12th Street (and 
Aveimo B) apartment?" JULIUS said^ "No, I moan the 
Greenwich Village apartment !" ROSENBERG indicated to 
DAVID that he had already disposed of the 12th Street 
apartment. . 


ROSENBERG Indicated to D^WID that he didn't 
have to worry, that he should sign over his stock 
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cortlYlcatd for twonty-flve shares^ have It notarized^ 
and then bring It to him. MVID advised that he put 
him off by stating that it was in his saTety deposit 
box. DAVID advised that ho left JULIUS^ having agreed 
to the above request. Ho told his wife only about the 
stock certificate part of his discussion with JULIUS. 
She agreed that ho should sign tho certificate^ have 
it notarized, and wait until JULIUS paid them for their 
shores before giving up the certificate. 

GREENGImISS further advised that he recalls 
"feeling uneasy" at a Now Years Evo party at the home 
of JACiSpCHLEIDER, 54 Forsyth Street, New York City, 
tolephofio: CA 63355* on December 31, 1949. Ho states 
that during this party, he thought about what JULIUS 
had said about going away and definitely recalls remin- 
iscing about his friends who were present and thought 
that this would probably be the last New Years Evo 
party that ho wculd spend with them. 


He stated that shortly after the first of 
January, 1950, ho signed tho stock certificate and had 
his druggist, a Mr. BENJAMDI P. GELMAN, notarize tho 
certificate. 


On July 3, 1951, Assistant United States 
Attorney JOHN M. POLEY, Southorn District of New York, 
allowed SA ROYAL to review this stock certificate 
which was entered as a Defense Exhibit #C-1 in tho 
ROSENBERG trial on March 22, 1951. 

GHEENGL^iSS stated that this certificate was 
surrendered to ROSENBERG on or about May 1, 1950. It 
is noted that this certificate is marked "Cancollod 
5/1/50." 


DAVID GREENGL/lSS stated that a Special Agent 
of tho P.B, I. callod him at his home, 265 Rlvington 
Street. Now York City, during the morning of January 
27 , 1950 , at which time he arranged an appointment to 
see GREENGLi'.SS at 2 p.m. that afternoon. DAVID stated 
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that after tho agent *s call, he went to see ROSENBERG 
at Pitt Machine Products Company. Ho advised JULIUS 
of his call and appointment. ROSENBERG told him to 
find out what the agent wants and to get in touch with 
him lator, advising him of tho P.B.I, intrerest. 

GREENGLASS advised that the agent interviewed 
him at diis home, 265 Riving ton Street, Now York City, at 
2 p.m. as scheduled. Ho learned that tho agent *s inquiry 
was of a routine nature about tho theft of some uranium 
from Los Alamos. Ho stated that he wont to work after 
the Interview* This was a Friday, and Saturday being 
tho Jewish Sabbath, Pitt Machine Products was not open. 

On Sunday morning, January 29, 1950, ho again contacted 
ROSENBERG at Pitt Macflalno Products and advised him of 
tho agent • s . interest, JULIUS said that there was nothing 
to worry about, 

SA LAiffiENCE W, SPILLANE advised that ho con- 
tacted DAVID GREENGLASS, 265 Rivlngton Street, New York 
rCity, us alleged, at 2 p.m. on January 27> 1950, after 
having telephoned him that morning to arrange an appoint- 
ment. 

DAVID GREENGInASS advised that after tho arrest 
of KLAUSNp^CHS in. England, JULIUS ROSENBERG immediately 
came to^s home, DAVID and JULIUS took a walk, at which

The Bev York Office under date of July 27 > 1951 » submitted 
a closing report in this case. Previously a parole report had been 
submitted and it was transmitted to the Bureau of Prisons. On 
April 6 , 1951, Greenglass was sentenced to a term of 15 years by 
Judge Irving R. Kaufman in the Southern District of New York on his 
plea of guilty. The Hew York Office by teletype dated July 6, 1951> 
advised that Gieenglaes had been transferred to Lewisburg Penitentiary. 
It is contengplated that Greenglass, who Is cooperative, will be 
interviewed at various intervals by Agents of the Philadelphia Office. 
In the event matters of particular importance arise the Agents of the 
Hew York Office who have handled the main interviews with him will 
travel to Lewisburg Penitentiary to handle the interviews. The results 
of such interviews will, of course, be Incorporated in the pertinent 
files. A Jreview of the Buzeau files reflects that all pertinent data 
has been incorporated in the main file on Greenglass.

Greenglass Informed Paradis he knew of a source from Tdiom Paradis could 
secure a fals^ passport and other necessary papers to leave the country 
and Idenjrlfied his source as Theodor^^rris, a Greek living Jin Providence, 
Ehode lsiaria . at a number which Paradis believed to be 102 Root Street.

institution at Danbury in the past* He is expected to be released from 
Lewisburg on April 29, 1953. 

Bureau air-tel 1-13-53 requested Philadelphia to immediately 
interview Paradis and Greenglass to deterndne if they knew Harris while the 
latter was in lewisburg and also to determine if the story was a fabrication* 

It was pointed out to Philadelphia that if Paradis is lying, a signed 
statement should be secured from him admitting same and a separate Fraud 
Against the Government case be opened on Paradis* Thereafter the facts 
of this case should be presented to the United States Attorney for possible 
violation of Section lOOl, Title 18, UaS>C«, which provides that whoever, 
in ar^ matter within the jurisdiction of any department or agency of the

I Riiladelphia air-tel 1-16-53 advised that Paradis was relnterviewed 
and denied acquaintance with Harris. Also he insisted that Greenglass told 
him the story and vehemently denied he was lying, stating he would have no 
motive In lying. Inquiry at Lewisburg indicates that Harris was friendly with 
Greenglass while there but apparently was not known to Paradis. Harris 
is described by a prison guard as a fast talker and of superior intelligence, 
but with a psychopathic personality. 

The Hiiladelphia Office is of the opinion that, from the foregoing, 

^ it would appear that this story was either fabricated by Greenglass or Harris* 
that an interview of Greenglass would not be possible without him becoming * 
aware of Paradis as the informant 5 that if the inmates become aware of 
Paradis furnishing infonnatiwi to the Bureau the latter would be labeled an 
informer and physical harm mi^t ensue to Paradis by other innates.

THECDCHE HARRIS was interviewed on Marph 31» 1953 ^ at the Providence , 
Rhode Island Resident Agency. He said his real name was J^HOTCRE 
«*^ARAJiUKCF0UL0S.J3Ut he bad legally changed his name at Wichita Falls^ ~ 
T eatas^ in 1945 in the District Court. HARRIS said he is residing with 
His father at 102 Ruth Avenue, East Brovideace, Rhode Is lAnd, and is 
eaiployed by the New York Syst^ Restaurants. This is a chain of 


"quick-lunch” restaurants, and HARRIS said he works different days in 
different restaurants. 


HARRIS said that when he was in Lewisburg and Leaveziworth Prisons, he 
was able to get good jobs and, as a result, was able to do gmaH favors 
for individuals incarcerated* He said at Leavenworth he was In the 
parole office and in Lewisburg be was in the mail room. 



Ld while at Leavenworth he was friendly with GUS HALL and 
[ASH, both of whom were Gommunist Party leaders. He said he 
becciSSe q\ilte friendly with FCfTASH because he was able to suggest to 
POTASH a way in which he could legally have certain papers delivered 
to him within the prison. He said PCTASU had been refused permission 
by the Warden, but that he, HARRIS, told POTASH how he could get the 
papers In over the Warden’s objections in a legal manner.
